We take pleasure in presenting our first de- 
scriptive Geranium catalogue to our customers, 
friends and the trade in general. While we 
do not profess to have all the varieties, we do 
claim to have enough of the best to make up 
a collection that will compare very favorably 
with any general collection in the country. We 
do not take up every new and novel variety 
that comes along, but try to get only varie- 
ties that have some special merit, discarding 
from time to time those kinds that are re- 
placed with others of the same general type, 
but of better quality. Therefore, in our col- 
lection will be found only those varieties that 
can be called paying kinds by the average flior- 
ist who has to cater to the ordinary retail 
trade. Years of experience has taught us 
what this demand is, for, although we do not 
stand in the market now, one of our earliest 
recollections is of getting out of bed at mid- 
night and traveling some fourteen miles to 
market with our load of Geraniums; and let 
us tell you that they were not the poorest to 
be seen there, either, for we knew how to grow 
them then, and we think we do now, as our in- 
creasing trade testifies. 

We have increased our stock to an extent 
that will give us half a million cuttings this 
season. During the latter part of the summer 
we dug our stock, and took all the -cuttings. 
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They were then planted on tables in the green- 
house. By the first of November we were ready 
to begin taking cuttings, and will continue to 
do so until the first of March. 

Not putting them in sand, but potting them 
in two-inch pots, saves the cost of the extra 
work, and enables us to sell them cheaper-—— 
almost as cheap as what rooted cuttings can 
be sold for. We have at the present writ- 
ing, November 8th, about 150,000 in two-inch 
pots, most of them ready to be sent away, and 
nearly 50,000 more ready to cut. We send out 
a good, strong plant from three to five inches 
high, stocky and well rooted. 

We take all possible pains to keep every 
variety separate and true to name. 

Our packing is done by experienced men. The 
plants are wrapped in paper, with moss at 
the roots. When the weather permits, they 
are packed upright in slatted crates; when it 
is too cold they are packed in paper-lined 
boxes, in such a way that they will carry safely 
to any part of the country. 

We do a strictly wholesale business, not 
growing any plants suitable for the retail 
trade. 

Our terms are cash, aS we do not have time 
to keep books, and at the price we sell we can- 
not take any risk. 

We aim to get new customers and keep old 
ones, and by honorable dealings to satisfy both 
our customers and ourselves.
